Senator Richard Mountjoy, one of the Legislature’s lead¬ 
ing champions of Wwkers’ Compensation reform, has been 
named Vice Chairman of the Senate Industrial Relations 
Committee. 

The appointment of Senator Mountjoy to the vice chair¬ 
manship was announced late last week by the Senate Rules 
Committee. Senator Mountjoy replaces Senate Republican 
Leader Rob Hurtt of Garden Grove as Vice Chairman of the 
Industrial Relations Committee. 

Senator Mountjoy has served on the Industrial Relations 
Committee since he entered the Senate in January. He was 
one of the leaders of the committee’s investigation into the 
imprisonment of illegal Thai aliens in an El Monte sweat¬ 
shop. 

At a recent Senate hearing in El Monte, Senator Mountjoy 
focused attention on the U.S. Immigration and Naturaliza¬ 
tion Service’s failure to shut down the sweatshop three years 
ago even though it knew about the illegal slavery operation. 

Senator Mountjoy said his appointment as Vice Chair¬ 
man is “a good opportunity for me to change the direction 
of state policy and to stimulate growth in businesses.” 

As a small businessman who built his own thriving con¬ 
struction company in the San Gabriel Valley, Senator 
Mountjoy has made improvement of California’s business 
climate one of his top legislative priorities. 

“Businesses have closed and left California because of 
high taxes and fees, and because of the excessive and com¬ 
plex regulations. We need to encourage jobs and busi¬ 
nesses,” Mountjoy said. 

“If business owners in California could be granted just 
one wish, it would be for government to leave them alone,” 
he concluded.

Charlotte Blackmon is 
one of the growing number of 
Sierra Madreans who work 
out of their home. Her career 
niche, however, is quite 
unique. Through her com¬ 
pany, The Personal English 
Company, she helps linguis¬ 
tically challenged youth and 
even high-ranking foreign 
government officials to im¬ 
prove their English language 
skills. 

“I never felt any {other] 
job used all my abilities,” 
Blackmon commented in a 
recent interview, explaining 
how she came to create The 
Personal English Company. 
That professional frustration, 
coupled with a need to spend 
more time with an ill daugh¬ 
ter, led her to start her own 
company. “I wanted to use all 
that I am.” she said. “What I 
teach underneath language is 
wholeness, and to reach for 
everything you want, to ex¬ 
pand and express who you 
are.” While there is undoubt¬ 
edly a spiritual component to 
Blackmon’s work, she em¬ 
phatically stresses the practi¬ 
cal in her curriculum. 


Blackmon started her 
company in 1983. She had 
put her husband through col¬ 
lege and graduate school, 
then started working on her 
own education. (She and her 
husband have since di¬ 
vorced.) She started teaching 
secretaries at Pasadena Com¬ 
munity College and Glendale 
College. “My business is 
training,” Blackmon said. 
That is, teaching employed 
people skills. But first, I was 
teaching secretaries commu¬ 
nication skills—grammar, 
writing, etc.” Her first corpo¬ 
rate client was Stuart Phar¬ 
maceuticals. It wasn’t long 
before she officially formed 
her company. Other corpora¬ 
tions began calling, asking 
her to teach language skills to 
their executives. Blackmon 
has given individual instruc¬ 
tion at First Interstate, and 
3M is a regular client. She has 
also been teaching classes to 
County Public Works em¬ 
ployees for six years, and has 
taught for two other county 
departments. 

By 1985, she had ex¬ 
panded into teaching English 
to nonnative speakers. That

year, the City of Pasadena 
asked Blackmon to design a 
course in accent reduction 
and intercultural communica¬ 
tion for all levels of employ¬ 
ees. The material she devel¬ 
oped for that course became 
the base for all the courses 
she teaches now in culture 
and language. 

It came in handy when she 
accepted her flrst foreign cli¬ 
ent, a Japanese manager who 
had recently emigrat«i to the 
U.S. He was western regional 
head of a large corporation, 
and asked her to tutor him 
and his family. Three times a 
week, for three years, she 
worked with him, his wife 
and their two children. The 
work was highly successful, 
and Blackmon became very 
good friends with the family. 
They recommended her to 
others, and her business 
grew. She has worked with 
many foreign business 
people, and also with a high- 
ranking member of the Tai¬ 
wanese trade ministry. 

“My students are already 
fluent in English,” Blackmon 
said. “They are highly edu¬ 
cated, professional people 
who either work in an Ameri¬ 
can environment or for a for¬ 
eign company [based here]. 
They are not beginners.” 
Blackmon’s specialty is pro¬ 
nunciation, and she strives to 
help her clients improve their 
skills in order that they may 
improve in their business en¬ 
vironment. 

Blackmon’s work raises 
many tantalizing questions, 
not the least of which is: how 
many foreign languages does 
she need to know in order to 
communicate with non-En¬ 
glish speakers? She smiles 
when asked. “1 don’t have to 
know any other language. 
The modern methods of 
teaching English are modeled 
after the ways in which chil¬ 
dren learn.”

Blackmon lasts one to two 
hours. The cost for private 
tutoring is $25 per hour, with 
payment up front and a firm 
commitment to a minimum 
of ten hours. Although she 
has never had to advertise, 
operating strictly on referrals, 
Blackmon recently hired a 
marketing team to help with 
her rapidly growing tape 
business, which is marketed 
on the Internet. Students re¬ 
sponded so positively to the 
tapes she made for them to 
work with, she said, that has 
now developed a line of 30 
audio tapes and one video, 
“Perfect Pronunciation.” The 
audiotapes carry such titles as 
“Vocabulary Development,” 
“Idioms That Use Preposi¬ 
tions,” “Cities and Countries 
of the World Pronounced in 
American English,” and “Say 
It Politely.” One tape specifi¬ 
cally targets intercultural 
couples, and a professional 
series covers terminology for 
banking, law, medicine, and 
other professionals. Three 
other tapes have launched 
Blackmon’s new Meditation 


Series, which she would like 
to expand into self-help Uqtes 
for foreign clients. 

She finds working at 
home conducive to develop¬ 
ing more tape products. “I 
have no trouble being dis¬ 
tracted because I let my cre¬ 
ative process drive my 
work.” After sonte early tran¬ 
sitional woes (“I was still in 
that ‘punch the clock’ men¬ 
tality”), she now loves her 
home office. She makes her 
tapes after her morning medi¬ 
tations, before leaf blowers 
and tree cutters kick into 
noisy gear outside. “Sierra 
Madre is a wonderful place to 
be,” Blackmon enthuses. 
“It’s safe, beautiful—idyllic, 
really.” 

Blackmon resides in Si¬ 
ena Madre with her daughter, 
24. Her son, 28, and his wife 
and five-month-old son live 
nearby.

I Just got a dog from northern Calltomla and 
he has been on heartworm preventative medica¬ 
tion. What are heartworma and do I need to keep 
my d^ on ttils medication? 

Heartworm disease is transmitted by specific 
species of misquitoes. The mosquito bites the dog 
and injects the larvae under the skin. The larvae 
develop in the tissues and then penetrate the circu¬ 
latory system and mature in the pulmonary arteries. 
They begin reproducing about six months later. The 
adult heartworms can cause severe obstruction of 
the pulmonary arteries and can lead to congestive 
heart failure. 

Treatment consists of drugs to kill the adults 
and the young microfilaria. Unfortunately, the drug 
most commorily used to kill adults can be very toxic 
to the liver. In addition, pulmonary thromboembolism 
can occur as the worms die. 

This disease is much easier to prevent than it 
is to treat. Heartworm preventative consists of ad¬ 
ministration of daily or monthly pills. Heartworm dis¬ 
ease is not common in all areas. The best thing to 
do is contact your local veterinarian in the area to 
find out if heartworms are prevalent and If heartworm 
preventative is recommerided. Remember, too, that

From the City: At this 
point, the City has nothing 
new to offer. The process of 
completing the Environment 
Impact report is continuing, 
as I explained in the Aug. 31 
edition of the News. For more

From Santa Anita: “Let 
us tell you the real facts.” 
That’s what I’m beginning to 
hear from Santa Anita Realty 
Enterprises as it announces 
plans to open its Community 
Information Center, where 
area residents and local 
businesspec^le will have the 
opportunity to see renderings, 
models and plans for the pro¬ 
posed 1.5 million square foot 
Entertainment Center to be 
built on an underused portion 
of the race track parking fa¬ 
cility. 

Santa Anita Realty in¬ 
forms us, the project will gen¬ 
erate an estimated $2.3 mil¬ 
lion in new city tax revenue 
each year. They feel oppo¬ 
nents to the project have been 
circulating “speculative” in¬ 
formation. The realty firm, 
owners of the race track and 
adjoining mail, has been 
working on a tenant mixture 
that will make business and 
community sense, explained 
Chris Stirling, president and 
chief operating officer of 
Santa Anita Realty. 

Due to the advent of satel¬ 
lite wagering, average daily 
attendance at the race track 
has declined more than 50 
percent over the past 10 
years, from 31,000 in 1985 to 
14,000 in 1994. This decline 


has led to underutilization of 
Santa Anita’s facilities, and 
its empty parking areas are 
testimony to this fact. 

“Our consultants tell us, 
and recent newspaper articles 
are public confirmation, that 
Santa Anita is right on track 
in its proposal, which 
proactively confronts the fu¬ 
ture and manages change be¬ 
fore it manages us,” added 
Fred Cordova, vice president 
of development. “Not to do 
so would jeopardize the fu¬ 
ture of the mall and race track 
and do irreparable harm to 
the city and its citizens,” he 
added. 

Santa Anita has been lis¬

Most people who steal would either abstain from stealing 
completely or seriously contemplate the consequences when 
realizing that they are stealing from God. 

“Messing with the blessing can be distressing” however, 
we can readily turn the disaster back into God’s best. This is 
expedited when we acknowledge that we are God’s creation 
and so He has first call upon our lives. This process begins 
with our being honest, not only with God, but with ourselves. 
We must concede the blessings that God bestows upon us and 
be grateful for His loving care. Simply be thankful to the Lord 
for the manifold blessings He has showered upon us. One way 
we can show our gratitude and thanks, and at the same time 
fulfill the “second greatest commandment,” is to share these 
blessings with others. There can be no greater reward for a 
Christian than to extend the love that he has received to oth¬ 
ers. The afterglow of all this is a new and more gratifying focus 
of giving rather than taking specifically, taking that which is 
not yours - but Gods.

Jesus assures us that our merciful Father is willing and 
eager to forgive all our sinfulness depending on one all-im¬ 
portant condition; we must forgive anyone who might have 
offended us. He was very clear about this requisite: “If you 
forgive others their transgressions, your heavenly Father will 
forgive you...But if you do not forgive others, neither will your 
heavenly Father forgive your transgressions.” (Mt 6:14) 

This portion of the petition may cause us considerable 
anxiety, since we usually find it difficult, or even seemingly 
impossible, to forgive someone who has wronged us. Know¬ 
ing our humanness the Lord does not look at how successful 
we are in forgiving, but rather at our intention in trying to for¬ 
give. The lotd knows when our heart is struggling to forgive 
and forget. Perhaps a better wording might be: “Forgive us 
our sins as we are striving to forgive anyone who has hurt us”. 

Realizing our human weakness, we must pray for the grace 
to teach a level of forgiveness. If we could forgive and for¬ 
get completely, it would be the Lord's special gift to us. This 
does not mean that we can remain passive and hope that some 
day we will be able to forgive. Jesus makes it clear that we 
must take the initiative: “If you bring your gift to the altar, 
and there recall that jour brother has anything against you, 
teave yoiirgiftthere attlietUtar, go first and be reconciled with 
^our brather. »d then come and offer your gtft”. (Mt 5:23) 
If we bring our petition to the Eucharistic Celebration and 
there pray fervently with Jesus for the grace to forgive, we will 
experience His power working within us. The Mass is a pow¬ 
erful healing sacrament. To help us have a forgiving heart, 
we need to remind ourselves that there is some reason why a 
person speaks or acts in a certain way. We are the sum-total 
of all our life’s experiences and we will never know what past 
experiences the person who hurt us has endured; nor can we 
know his mind and heart. As long as we brood over some
